she best way to show coins is in a flat case, the 
background of which is not more than two inches from the 
glass. The case may have a slight angle; in fact, it is 
preferable. if flat cases are not available, a wall ease 
will dea but it is not 30 good as the coins have to be 
fastened to the background. If so designed, three small, 
Tround-headed tacks wiil do to held the eoins if driven in 
carefully. Another way would be to have a narrow strip of 
wood, having a narrow groove, running across the background 
on which the coins could be placed. Of course, by any of 
these methods only one side could be shown. 


Coins have been exhibited inserted in round holes 
punched out of cardboard and placed between a double-glassed 
frame. This frame could be stationary or on hinges. For the 
most part this method does not prove over-satisfactory. 


We, in our Museum, use @ black felt background for 
everything, though copper coins look well on some other colops.
